CHICAGO, Dec. 30. — One of the 


most terrible fires of 
the twentieth 


century occurred in the Iroqucxis The- 
ater in this city today. 
Five hundred 


and sixty men, women and helpless 
little children were crushed, trampled 
and burned to death as a result of the 
awful and indescribable holocaust. 


Tortured and incinerated, suffocated 


by smoke and gases and crushed while 
frantically attempting to escape im- 
pending doom is- the manner in which 
over half a thousand frenzied human 
creatures met their awful end. 


Hundreds of 
others are nov> lying 


between 
life and 
death, with limbs 


broken and bodies, features and 
form 


burned, at their homes and at hospit- 
als, while every undertaking establish- 
ment In this big city as 
filled with 


bodies, many oC -\\hich will never be 
Identified. 


The fire started at 2 o'clock this af- 


tornoon dining the performance of "Mr. 
Bluebeard." 
Thousatnds of persons, 


out with their children, to attend the 
holiday matinees, were present. 


It started 
either from 
a broken 


electric ware or the explosion of a cal- 
cium light. 
It spread with incredible 


rapidity 
through 
the 
inflamable 


scenery. 
In the excitement the doors 


f>f 
the theater were opened. 
This 


caused a draught which resulted in the 
huge asbestos curtain bulging out in 
such a manner that the employes could 
not lower it. With the draught adding 
fury to the flames they spread to the 
gas tanks, which exploded •« ith tre- 
mendous force, sending 
a sheet of 


flame out over the crazed and panic- 
stricken audience. 


Scores "were killed in their seats by 


the1 escaping gas, but this only added 
more terror to those left alive and they 
used every effort of a desperate dying 
person to reach the doors and free- 
dom. 


Practically all those 
in the lower 


floor escaped, but in the balcony and 
gallery, where the flames were sent by 
the -explosion, hundreds died. Men be- 
came lunatics at th» fear of death, 
and trampled helpless! women and chil- 
dren under their feet 


Near the entrance (iie crowd became 


jammed, and £t was here that scores of 
bodies of people killed in the crush 
piled up. 
Clothes were literally torn 


from the bodies of the dead, and in 
many cases the faces were trampled 
into an unrecognizable mass. 


One man's entire 
body from 'the 


waist up was gone, having been literal- 
ly ground up by the feet of the,panic- 
stricken people. 


There were little children 
almost 


torn to pdeces and beautiful 
women 


crushed beyond all re'-p'-'.ltlon. 


The dead w>..re carried out and p|lled 


in rows on the sidewalk, to be carried 
off later to nearby stores and restaur- 
ants.

Police returns received from Chic- 


ago at 4 o'clock this (Thursday) morn- 
ing give the number of .bodies recov- 
ered thus far as six hundred and twen- 
ty-three. 


There were thirteen hundred people 


ir the theater when the fire broke out. 
The theater itself is fire proof and is 
practically unburned. 


It was the blast of fire caused "by 


the explosion of gas on the stage that 
cremated the helpless victims. 


Nearly all the actors and employes 


back of the scenes and on the stage 
escaped.

Evidently Its 
ownf".' did not realize the cruelty inflicted upon the poor 
brut--, bul the latter did as manifested by his head shak- 
ing and oiliei evidence of the painfulness of such unnat- 
ural restraint. 
Only a man who is cruel or culpably 


thoughtless will subject his animal to such punishment 
whicn is unmerited and profits nothing. 


The reader has doubtless seeen horses driven on the 


race track. There are those who are of- the opinion that 
a horne attains his greatest speed when his head is check- 
ed up hard and tight. There are others who do not be- 
lieve in this theory and yet they are among the best 
drivers and horsement in the world. Spencer drove Lou 
Dillon and registered the lowest record in trotting- with 
a loose check. 
Budd Doble \A as also an advocate of the 


loose check and manifested it in all of his famous drives 
upon the track. However, we do not propose to enter into 
the merits or demerits of high checking on the race course, 
but just the same this is notlcable. Just as soon as the 
horse is under the wire and ca.n g-et back again to the 
judge' stand, the attendants uncheck its head and allow it 
full liberty, which the animal at once uses to lower its head 
almost or quite to the ground, showing- that the strained 
position 
>n which it was held was both unnatural and 


painful. 
Checking a hotse short is a good deal like dock- 


ing it. The operation does not add to its usefulness, and 
in both cases punishment immediate and continuing is in- 
flicted. 


Give your horse its head freedom and the patient ani- 


mal will serve you better. Occasionally you have to do 
with a horse that when excited will throw his head close 
to his chest, taking the bit in its teeth and becoming un- 
manageable, but the exception like this can be guarded 
ngaJnst by a modest check; one tlmt wnll keep then ovse 
well in hand, but not in the position that those who love 
the short rein adopt. 
The hope is that the tight over 


ead draw check, like many other fads, wiill disappear, 
even from the race track. The general sentiment appears 
to be that a pacer needs to be hitched high, but there are 
plenty of men of no meanabihty and discernment in all 
that relates to horseflesh -who are ads'ocating that the 
overdraw theory, even with pacers is a mistake, and the 
best horsemen in the world have abandoned it.

The lands immediately commanded 


by and proposed to be irrigated from 
the canal under construction by the 
government in Nevada comprise, it is 
estimated, approximately 215,000 acres 
Kicuated in the vicinity of "Wadsworth 
and in Carson Sink Valley. 
They in- 


clude parts of Lyon, Storey, "VVashoe 
and Churchill counties. 


Of these lands about 70,000 acres, in- 


cluding railroad land, are now in pri- 
vate ownership and partly under culti- 
vation; some 20,000 acies 
are em- 


braced in the Pyramid 
Lake Indian 


Reseivation, and the remaining 125,000 
acres belong to the public domain. 


Of 
the 
public lands about 85,000 


acres ai e now open to entry under the 
Homestead Law, subject to the provi- 
sions of the Act of Congress of June 
17, 1902. known as "The National Irri- 
gation Law." 
By this law the Secre- 


tary of the Interior is empowered to 
limit the area of land to which any 
homesteader can acciuire title to such 
acreage—not less than 40 nor more 
than 160 acre?—as -\\ 11! in his judg- 
ment, when thoroughly and carefully 
tilled uncle- irrigation, support a family 
in comfort. 


The secretary is also authorized to 


fix the price per acre and the terms 
and conditions upon which water will 
be supplied for the irrigation of these 
lands. 


Filings for these lands will be re- 


ceived at any time 
at the 
United 


States Land Office at Carson City, Ne- 
vada, on payment of the usual home- 
stead filing tee. 
Theie is no other 


charge for the land. 


Actual and continuous residence on 


the land is required and title cannot 
be gotten until all payment for water 
have been made. 


Homesteaders must take water from 


the government irrigation system, and 
"before acquiring title must have at 
least half of their land under cultiva- 
tion. 


The limit of the homestead entry 


has not yet been fixed. • 


Neither the charge i'ot water nor 


the terms of payment and conditions 
on which it will be furnished have yet 
been fixed. 


The lands have not yet been classi- 


fied, nor have the exact trac*s which 
will be irrigated been determined. 


The branch or lateral canals have 


not yet been located. 


The Secretary of the Interior has 


ordered that so soon as practicable 
all of the public lands shall be sub- 
divided into homestead or farm tracts, 
any one of which can be entered by a 
Qualified homesteader. In making such 
subdivision 
the 
engineers will 
be 


guided solely by the character of soil 
and the topography, to the end th^it 
there shall be included in each home- 
steads as nearly as may be, the pie- 
scrib-ed amount of irrigable land of 
average quality, and lying suitably for 
both irrigation and drainage with ref- 
erence to the ditches for these pur- 
poses . 


Only the main canal from the Truc- 


kee river to the Carson river is now 
under construction. 


Water for a small portion of the land 


will be available in the spring of 1905, 
but by far the greater pait will have 
to wa.it till 1906 or 1907 before water 
will reach IV. 


Until water is at hand for its irri- 


gation no one can make a living upon 
these lands; but those filing in ad- 
vance of the arrival of the water will 
not on that account, be excused from 
residing 
thereon.

George Byrnes came to Reno about 


the 20th of December to visit his moth-

and

Shafer, at the ranch on the eastern 
outskirts of the city. 
He spent 
a 


number of days Around the ranch and 
came to Reno on the 27th. 
He was 


clad in a red sweater, a vest and an 
ovfvrcoat. 
Since the time he left the 


ranrh no clew to his whereabouts has 
been obtained. 
It is not known how 


much money Byrnes had on his person. 
There is a suspicion1 that he met with 
foul play. He was a quiet, unassuming 
fellow and was easily inlluenced. Thei e 
.is a possibility that he decided to re- 
turn to California to avoid being re- 
turned to a private sanitarium, wheie 
he has been confined for the past few 
months.

satisfied with his lot and never com- 
plalnpcl of the treatment.

Byrnes is well known in Truckee- 


and along the river logging camps He 
was 26 years of age. 


Byrnes was a married man and has

Shortly afterwards 
she came to Reno and was married to 
a prominent lumber man of Truckee. 
They are now living in Truckee.

Governor Sparks, without whose sanc- 
tion the youth cannot be either par- 
doned or commuted, stated a few days 
since that he had received, on the lad's 
behalf, one of the strongest petitions 
it had ever been his fortune to see. 


What made it the more impressive 


was that it came from Lincoln county, 
where both the lad and th-e man hp 
killed were best known. The consen- 
sus of opinion in that quarter is that 
the sentence should be commuted to 
one, two or three years in pris-" 


The boy is as ignorant of the fate 


in store for him as /when first' sen- 
tenced and maintains his cheerfulness 
and appetite with the same aquanimi- 
ty as he displayed when first brought 
Ho the State Prison. 
This is remark- 


able in an Indian, the child of sun- 
ligh,t and fresh, air. His remarkable 
interest in his surrouijdmgs would be 
amusing, did not the peculiarity of his 
situation surround it with a certain 
air of the pathetic."
